T Hat whereas by the fpecial Induttry and 
great Charges of divers Merchants of Lon- 
don , and others of his Ma jetties Sub je&s, 
the Trade to the Eajl- Indies was begun now F or ty 
one years paft, and hath been ever fince continued 
by a Company of all degrees of Perfons in this 
Kingdom, Incorporated .under the Royal Char- 
ters of the late Queen Elizabeth , and King James of 
blefled and famous Memory, with fuch Priviledges 
and Immunities as are therein at large contained, 
whereby many and fuudry Voyages have been per- 
formed into thole remote Countreyes with good 
fuccels and great gain, untill of late years fome 
Difafters at Sea, Encounters of Enemies, the undue 
proceedings and Actions of our profelled Friends 
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and Allies, with other Interruptions, have infinite- 
ly damnified the laid Traffique, which otherwifo 
might have prolpered and grown much better;even 
as it is by Time and Indultry greatly enlarged and 
difeovered, for a more ample Vent and Conlumpti- 
on of our Cloath, and other our native Commodi- 
ties , ,N evert helels, the afore-written Dila Iters, and 
the carrying of Foreign Coins out of this Kingdom 
into the Indies, have begot fiich caulclels Com- 
plaints in the mouths of many his Majefties Sub- 
jects of all degrees, and in-all Places of the Realm, 
that the Adventurers are thereby much difeouraged 
to Trade any longer under the evil Cenfurcof the 
multitude, defiring nothing more than to obtain 
their private wealth with the publick good. 

Therefore the Petitioners humbly pray your Lorcl- 
Jhips and the Honourable Houfe of Commons, to 
take the annexed Articles (or any other') into 
your mofi grave and wife Confideration , that fo 
if upon the due examination of the flime 0 thcfaicl 
Trade be found unprofitable to the Common- 
wealth, it may be S LI P P R £ S S E D. And if 
otherwife, that then it may be SUPPORTED 
AND COUNTENANCED BY SOVJE 
PUBLIQUE DECLARATION/^ 
the fatisfattion of all his Maje flics Subjects, 
and better Encouragement of the prefent Adven- 
turers, or any others, who thereby might be the 
more forward and willing to adventure their 
Eflates in a bnflnefs of fnch confcqiten.cc y when 
they flail know that i t hath obtained fnch treat 
and honourable approbation.

T H E Trade to the Eajl-lndies fome few years 
pa ft, ' when we had War with the Portu- 
gal; , did employ Fifteen thouland Tims 
of Shipping all at once, either going or 
coming, or Trading there from Port to Port 5 
but fince (upon good experience) we find that fo 
great a Charge is neither neceffary for our defence * 
nor comportable by the Benefit of the Trafficne^ 
untill fome further Difcoveries may be made in 
China , or elfewhere, as is hoped : Nevertheless 
(according to the prefent times) there may be 
imployed and maintained Eight thou/and Tuns 
of great and warlike shipping, befides two thou- 
fand Tuns more here in the Kingdome conti" 
nually repayring for the next Supply of thole 
...Voyages, 
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T His Trade as it is thus great in it felf ; fodoth it yet 
further enlarge our Traffique and Ilrength, by fur- 
nifhing this Kingdom with all forts of Indian 
Wares, notoncly forour ownufe, but more efpccial'y for 
the ncccflary wants of Forreign Nations, which hath great- 
ly cncreafcd the number of our Warlike Ships, to export 
them from hence into Turkic, Italy, the Eafr Countries , and 
other places For proof whereof wc inllan.ee fomc former- 
times, when we have brought into England above eight 
thoufand baggs of Pepper from the Indies in one Year (and 
may do fo again if the Trade fubfiih ) Where this King- 
dom doth not confuinc above one thoufand and three hun- 
dred baggs per annum at the moll; So the reft arc Tranfpor- 
ted into Forraign Countries: And the like may be faid for 
Callicocs, Indigo, and fame other Indian Wares. 

A L L which Additions of Shipping unto our former 
Ilrength by Sea. before this Trade began, do imploy 
many of His Majcities Subjedls in fundry Arts to build and 
repair the faid Ships, together with the making of Ord- 
nance, Muskets, Powder, Shot, Swords, Pikes, Cor- 
dage, Cinvas, and other necclTary Amunitions and Provi- 
fions thereunto belonging ; befides a multitude of Mariners, 
whereof many of them are Shipped from hence. Land- 
men, orfuch as were not formerly u fed to the Seas, but arc 
bred and made good Mariners by thefe Voyages, which 
otherwife at home (being without Arts or maintenance) 
are a heavy burthen to their Friends and Country. - 

A nd if it be Objcdled, that this great encrcafc of 
Shipping which is here declared, is not always in the 
Kingdom upon Occafion of Service, the Anfwer is. That 
neither arc the Ships of any other Merchants here at home, 
but fome are going, fome are coming, and ever the lead 
part arc in the Kingdom ;'yct Hill wherefoever they are, His 
MajefUcs Subjects have by them their imployment and 

B mainte- 
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maintenance, and the Kingdom as well as the E<tfi -Jdia 
Company have had their Service : For how famous arc their 
exploits in all Nations? How many rich Carracks have they 
funk and fpoyled ? How many affaults of Spanifb Gallions 
have they withllood and foylcd? What flaughtcrof their 
Souldiers, fackof their Towns, fubverfion of their Trades, 
and fuch like Honourable Actions have they performed? 
And all with little lofs of Ships or Men? It would require a 
large Difcourfc, to declare the particulars: Neither doth 
the° Eafl-India Company commonly want two thoufand 
Tuns of Shipping or more here in the Kingdom, which are 
either in building-or repairing, together with all their Ord- 
nance and other Warlike Furniture, bcfidcs their Storc- 
Houfesand Dock-yards, plentiful'y provided with Tim- 
ber, Planck, Cordage, Powder, Shot, and many other nc- 
celfary Ammunitions both for themfelvcs, and often-times 
to help othcrs,with fuch Provifions as cannot clfewherc be 
found for money in this Kingdom. 

t B“^Hcre is yet one common Objection, but it is fo weak 
that it fcarcc deferves an Anfwcr, which is, that 
. _B_ this Eaft-India Trade deftroys our Shipping and 
Mariners, when clean contrary to this we have already 
fhewed the great encreafc of both ; and if Men dye in th c fb 
long Voyages, and Ships by length of time be laid up ei 
therhereorin the Indies, yet what’s all this but Natures 
courfe ? And that which happens here at home in our neared 
Trades, although with far lefs noyfe and notice : How ma- 
ny brave Commanders have we bred from mean degree ? 
(whereof divers arc ftillinour Service) fomcat this prefent 
arc found worthy of good places in His Majclties Navv 
others (being grown Rich ) do either keep at home, or fol! 
lowihorter Voyages ; but leaving thefe Advantages, wedo 
Anfwcr all with this. That whatfoever is pretended in the 
decay of Shipping, or death of Men, yet notwithftandino 
the Kingdom, by this Trade hath obtained no lefs increafe

thofe Remote Countries, not oncly for that part alcnc 
which wefpend andeenfume, but efpccially for that meat 
quantity which from hence we Transport yearly into other 
Countries to be fold at higher Price thanic is worth here in 
England ; Whereby it is plain, that wc make a far greater 
Stock by gain upon thefc Indian Commodities, than thofe 
Nations do where they grow ; and to whom they properly 
appertain, as being the Natural wealth of their Countries : 
Neither is their lefs Honour and Judgment by getting Rich- 
es in this manner, upon the Stock of other Nations° then 
by an indurtrious incrcafc of our own means, cfpccialiy 
when this latter is advanced by the benefit of the former as 
we have found in the Euft- Indies by Sale of much of our 
Cloth, Lead, and other Native Commodities, the vent 
whereof doth daily incrcafc in thofe Countries, which for- 
merly had no ufe of our Wares, but for the better under- 
ftandingof that which hath been faid, wc inurt not forme 
to diftinguifh between the gain of the Kingdom, and The 
profit of the Merchant. For although the Kingdom pry 
no more for this Pepper than is before fuppofed, nor for an v 
other Commodity bought in Forreign parts, more than the 
firanger rcccivcth from us for the fame ; yet the Mcrch a 
payeth not oncly that price, butalfo the fraight, enfuran-!* 
Interert, Curtom, Import, and many. other Charges w hi h 
arc exceeding great in thefc long Voyages; but y ct art 
thefein the Kingdoms account are but commutations amon 
ourfclvcs, and no privation of the publique liock t-u ^ 
remain rtill in the Kingdom. * 1 ' C Y 

N OW, concerning that which every particular Subie^ 
of the Realm faveth in his Ordinary expcncc of / W T 

Wares, it is manifeft that heretofore when we brought l 
dico from Turkic , that fort was ordinarily fold here

F O R firft, if we fltould melt down our Plate into Coyn, 
which fuits not with the Majefty of fo great a Kingdom" 
except in cafes of great extremity, it would caufe plenty of 
money for a time, yet fhould we be nothing the richer, but 
rath r this Trcafure being thus altered, is made the more 
apterto.be carried out of the Kingdom, if we exceed our 
means by excclTc in forraign wares, or maintain a War by 
Sea or Land, where we do not feed and cloath the Souldier 
andfupply the armies with our own native provifions • bv 
which diforders our Trcafurewill foonbe exhauited • for it 
is not the Merchants exchange by bills that can prevent the 
leall of thefc evils, as fomc have fuppofed. Again if we 
think to bring in (lore of money by fuffering forraign Coynes 
to palfe currant here at higher rates then their incrinfick va- 
lue, compared with our ltandard ; or by dc^afino, or bv 
inhaunfing our own monies (as fomc men have projefted^ 
all thefe aeftions bring their feveral inconvenicncies, and not 

ableruincs, as well to the King, as to his Subjects/ of whi h 

we omit to enlarge, (becaufe it is not much pertinent to ou • 
caufe in hand) but rather admitting that by thefe courfe 1 
plenty of money might be brought into the Realm vet 
fhould we be nothing the richer, neither can fuch treafurc 
(fo gotten) long remain with us, for, whether it be thc~ftr an 
geror the Engl ifh Merchant that brings in this money b 
muft ever be done upon a valuable confideration, either fo 
wares carried out already, or after to be exported, whici r 
helps us nothing except the evil occafions of exccffe or W * 
aforenamed be removed, which will exhauft our treufore • 
otherwife, the money that one man bringeth in for gain, ^ 

nother 
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nothcr (hall be forced to carry out for nceeflity, becaufe there 
{hall ever be a neccflity to bailance our account with Stram 
gers, although it fhould be done with great Ioffe upon the 
rate of the money which is exported, and peril or confifca- 
tions alfo, if it be intercepted by the Law, for neceflity or 
gain will ever find fomc means to violate fuch Laws. 


B Ut if it fhould be objc&ed that the price of our Lands are 
not improved onely by Treafure gained in ourforraign 
Trade, butalfo bya great increafe ofpeople, whether -they Thc ^ in _ 
benat ves or ftrangers, or both': The anfwer is, that the creafeof Aran* 
fjrft ofthefe way es doth perform it to the (common benefit) gersinhabi- 
and the latter to the inriching cf the Landlords only by a ma- 
nifeft impoveriftiing of thc Kingdomc : For our experience Kingdom, 
in one particular doth teach us, that of late years we arc and begger 
Crown fo populous, that we can fparc no corn to tranfport our poor by 
Into for raigne Countries, but fell it all hereto ferve our own depriving 
wants at dear rates, which formerly when it was much Ar^andma- 
c caper imployed many (hips and marriners to export it un- nufaftures 
to ftrangers, and thereby returned us (lore of Treafure, railing tbe 
which ereat benefit to the Kingdomc is now loft. And as P. r i ce ? f „ orn ’ 
hereby the exportation of our native Commodities is much an d the like, 
(jiminilhed, fo our’eonfumption of forraigne Wares is as 
much increafcd, which is a double means to impoverifh this 

Kingdomc. 


T FIc bufinefs then is briefly thus, that as the treafure 
which is brought into the Realm by the bailance of our 
forraig n trade, is that money which onely doth abide with Treafure that 
u s and by which wc areinriched, fo by this plenty of mo- doth remain 
nev thus gotten (and no otherwife) do our lands improve, wifh u j J"? 
for when the Merchant hath a good difpatch beyond the prove our 
Seas, for his Cloath, and other our native wares, he doth Lands, 
prefently' return to buy up the greater quantity which raif- 
eth thc price of Wools, and other Commodities, which 
doth improve the Land lords rents, as the Leafes expire 
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dayly ; andalfo by this means money be gained and brought 
more abundantly into this Kingdom: it doth inable many 
men to buy Lands which mull make them the dearer.- but 
if our forraign Trade come to a flop or declination by neglcft 
at home, or injuries abroad, whereby the Merchants are 
impoverilhed, and fo the Wares of the Realm lefleifTucd, 
then do all the faid benefits ccafe, and our Lands fall of 
price dayly.* whereupon we conclude, that as the flourifh- 
ing e/late of our general Trade is the only means to make 
our Lands improve, fo the particular Trade to the Eaji-In- 
diesy is a principal inftrument therein, becaufe (as we have 
already proved) it hath fo much increafcd the Traffiquc of 
this Kingdom. 


T H E next Qi^ccrc feems to be a my/lcry which many of 
our Adventurers do not well underfland, for (fay they) 
how can the Kingdom gain by this Trade, when we who are 
the members thereof, have loll fo grievoufly ? they do not 
well difeern that their private loflc may be far lclTc in propor- 
tion, then the publick benefit, as we fhall inllancc fomc ex- 
ample to make the bufinefs plain. 

TN the courfe of forraign Trade, there be three forts or 

Jre«of Min -**- dc g rces of S ain > the that of the Common- wealth, 
in forraign which may be done when the Merchant (who is principal a- 

Trade. gent therein) fhall loofe. The fecond is the gain of the Mer- 

chant, which he doth fometimes juftlyand worthily effeeft, 

, although the Common wealth be a loofer. The third is the 
gain of the King, whereof he is ever certain even when the 
Common-wealth and the Merchant fhall be both lofers. 

C oncerning the firfl of thefe, we have already fufficiently 
(hewed the wayes and means whereby the Common- 
wealth may be inriched in the courfe of Trade, by the bal- 
..'j lance 
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lance of the fame, when excelTcs are avoided; therefore it 
isnecdlcffe here to make any further repetition: only we 
do in this place affirm,that fuch happinefs may be in the Com- 
mon- wealth, when the Merchant for his particular fhall have 
no occafion to rcjoycc. As for example, fuppofc the Eafl- 
India Company iliould fend out one hundred thoufand 
pounds in Wares or money into the Euft-Indies, and re- 
ceive home for the fame, the full value of three hundred 
thoufand pounds, hereby it is evident that this part of the 
publick ltock is trebled, and yet we may boldly fay, that 
which we can well prove, that our faid Company of Mer- 
chants (hall be lofcrs by fuch an adventure, if the Returns 
be made in Spice, Indico, Callicoes , Benjamin, refined 
Salt- Peter, Cotton yarn, and fuch other bulkey wares in 
their fevcral proportions, according to their vent and ufe in 
thefc parts of Europe : for the fraight of fhipping, the in- 
furance of the Adventure, the charges ofFadbors abroad, 
and Officers at home, the forbearance of the Stock, his Ma- 
jeflics curtome and imports, with other petty charges inci- 
dent, will be above two hundred thoufand pounds, which 
bciiw added to the principal produceth Ioffe, and thus we fee 
that^not onely the Kingdom, but alfo the K 1 N G may get T he King and 
very much, even when the Merchant notwithftanding (hall Kingdom may 
loofe in his proportion, which giveth good occafion hereto get by Trade, 
confidcr how much more the Realm is inriched by this Trade, £ ,un the 
when t h |I j8 s P a ^b fo happily that the Merchant is a gainer jofeth'^ C 
alfo>t°S cthcr wlth thc K 1 N G and this Kingdom. 

B Ut for the better explaning of that which hath been al- 
ready allcdgcd, we murt underfiand,that if the faid hun- * 
dred thoufand pounds fhould be trebled by thc return of fo 
m uch Silks and other fine Wares out ofthe Indies, then the 
Merchant likewife fhould receive good gain by fuch an ad- 
venture ; and the reafon is, becaufe this great wealth would 
require but five hundred tunne of {flipping to lade and bring 
home the fame, which is but a very fmall charge in refpedt of 
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four thoufand tunns of (hipping, which would be required 
to lade home the like value in the bulky Commodities of 
Spice and the like, which are afore- written. 

T H E fecond fort of gain in the courfc of Trade is, when 
the Merchant by his laudable endeavours may both 
bring in, and carry out Wares to his advantage, by buying 
them and felling them to good profit, which is the end of his 
labours: Yet neverthelefs, the Common wealth (hall de- 
cline - and grow poor by a diforder in the peole , when 
through pride and other exccflcs they do confume more for- 
raign Ware in value, than the wealth of the Kingdom can 
Fatisfie,and pay by the exportation of our own Commodities, 
which is the very quality of an unthrift, who fpends beyond 
his means. 


T" 1 HE third fort of gain is the Kings, who is ever fure to 
get by Trade, when both the Common-wealth and 
the Merchant fhall lofe feverally, as afore- written ; or joint- 
ly,as it may and doth fometimes happen when the Merchants 
fucccfs is bad, and when our Commodities are over-ballanccd 
by forraign Wares confumcd, but if fuch diforders be not 
prevented, his Majefty in the end fhall be the greateft lofer 
when his Subjects be impoverifhed. 

Whether it be not a means greatly to weaken the 
King of Spain and his Subjc&s? and to exhaufi their 
Treafttre. 

Whether it be not a means to Counterpoize the Hol- 
landers fivelling-greatnefs by Trade , and to J^cep 
them from being abfolute Lords of the Seas if 'they 

?nay 
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may drive its out of this rich Trajjique , as they h ive 
long endeavoured to perform. 

T H E fafety of the Kingdom confifts,not onely in it’s own 
ftrength and wealth, but alfo in the laudable and law- 
ful performance of thofe things which will weaken and im- 
povcrilh fuch powerful Princes, as either are, or may be- 
come our Enemies ; Amongft which we will now rank the 
Spaniard in the firft place, who being enabled by the power 
of his Indian Ti eafure, not onely to keep in fubjeftion many 
goodly States and Provinces in Italy , the Low-Countries., 
and elfcwhcrc, (which otherwife would foon fall from his o- 
bcyfance ) but alfo by a continuall War taking his advanta- 
ges, doth ftill enlarge his Dominions, ayming at nothing more 
than the Monarchy, by this plenty of his money.whichare the 
very finews of his ftrength, that lye fo far difperfed into fo 
many Countries, yet hereby united, and his wants fupply- 
both for War and peace in a plentiful manner from all the 
parts of Chriftendom, which are therefore partakers of his 
Xrcafurc by a necclTity of commerce, Wherein the SpanijJj SpanifliTrcj- 
policy hath ever indcavouredto prevent all other Nations the Cure is txlnu- 
moft it could ; For, finding Spain to be too poor and bar- hedhy a nc- 
ren to fupply it fclf and the WEST-INDIES , cSeVce. 
with thofe varieties of forrcign Wares, whereof they ftand 
in need, they knew well that when their native Commodi- 
ties come fhort to this purpofe, then their monies mull ferve 
to make up the rcckoning;whereupon they found incredible SpaniOi poti- 
advantage by adding theTraffick of the Eafl-lndics to the. c y and P rofit 
Treafurc of the Weft : For the lafl of thefe being employed, 
in the firft they ftored themfelves infinitely with rich Wares, 
to barter with all the parts of Chrittctidom for their Commo- 
dities, and fo furnifhing their own ncccffitics, prevented others 
for carrying away their monies, which in point of State they 
hold lefs dangerous to impart to the remote Indians than to 
their neighbour Princes, leall itfliouldtoo much inablc them 
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to refill: ( if not offend) their Enemies : And this Spanijl > po- 
licy againft others is the more remarkable being done like- 
wife fo much to their own advantage ^ For, every Royal of 
Eight which they fent to the Eaft- Indies ; brought home fo 
much Wares, as faved them the disburfing of fix Royals 
of Eight here in E Z> R O P E fat the lcaft) to their neigh- 
bours ; efpecially in thofe times when that Trade was onely 
in their hands : But now this great profit is failed, and the 
mifehief removed by the Engl if and Dutch, who partake 
in thofe Eaft-Jndia Trades as amply as the Spanif Subjcdls. 


I I is further to be confidered that bcfidcs the difability of 
the Spaniard, by thc:r native Commodities to provide 
forreign wares for their neceffitics ( whereby. they are forced* 
to fupply their wants with money) they have likewife that 
Canker of war, which doth infinitely exhauft their Trcafurc, 
Spani.1i Trea- and difperfe it into Chrificndom , even to their Enemies; part 

fEd bv Wan " b y r fP r ‘^ a h hut efpecially through a ncceffiry maintenance 
or tnofe Armies which are compofcd of many ftran- 
gers, and lye fo far remote that they cannot feed, Cloath, 
or otherwife provide them out of their own native means

different wars N fl ons; which kind of War is far different to that which 
concerning a Prince maketn upon his own confines, or in his Navies by 
Sea, where the fouldier receiving monies for his waoes muft 
every day deliver it out again for his neceffities, whereby 
the Trcafurc rcmaines Hill in the Kingdom, although it be 
eshaurted fi om the King; but we fee that the Spaniard f truft- 
mg in the power of his Treafurc ) undertakes Warres in 
G ermany and other remote places, which would foon bc«ccr 
the ncheft Kingdom in Chrifi en dorne of all their money & the 
want whereof would prefcntly difordcr and bring the Ar- 
nues o con u.ion, as it fallcth cut fometimes with Spain it 
felf ( who hath the fountain of money ) when either it is 
ftopt in the pafle by the f orC c of their" Enemies, ordriwn 
out farter t amt fiowes by their own occafions ; whereby 

alfo 
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alio wc often fee that Gold and Silver is fo fcarcc in Spain, 
that they are forced to ufe bafe Copper Money, to the great 
confufionof their Trade in want of Supplies, and not with- 
out the undoing alfo of many of their own People.

B U T now that we have fecn the Occafions by which the

the World y it is needful iikewife to difeover, how, and in treefure 
what proportion cachCountry doth partake of the fc monies: which is ex- 
For wc find that Turkic , and divers other Nations have {^“^^rce 
great plenty thereof, although they drive no Trade with ^ war, doth 
Spain, which feems to contradift the former Reafon, where a !l come in 
wc fay that this Treafurc is obtained by ancceflityof Com- the end into 
mcrce; but to clear this point we mud know, that all Nati- Amerce of 
ons ( who have no Mines of their own ) arc inrichcd with ^j™ rs Nati- 
Gold and Silver by one and the fame means, which is alrea- on s. 
dy (hewed to be the ballanceof their Forreign Trades, and 
tl i; is not ’truftly tycd to be done in thofe Countries where 
the Fountain of Treafurc is, but rather with fuch Order and 
Obfervations in the Trade, and againft cxcefs, as arc preferi- 
bed : For fuppofc England by Commerce with Spain may 
get and bring home five hundred thoufsnd Ryals of Eight 
Yearly, yet if welofeas muchby oui TradetnT/irJ^c,and 
therefore carry the money thither, it is not then the Englijh, 
but the Turks who have got this Treafurc : Although 
they have no Trade with Spain , from whence it was Bril 
brought. Again, if England Having thus loft with Turkje, 

‘ do notwithstanding gain twice as much by France , Italy, and 
other Members of her general Trade, then will there re- 
main five hundred thoufand Ryals of Eight clear gains by 
the ballancc of the fame ; and this comparifon holds between 
all other Nations, both for themanner of getting, and tbepro- 
portion that is yearly gotten. But yet if a queition ihould be 
made, whether all Nations get TreafureJ and Spain only 
lofe it : We Anfwer no ; for fome Countries by War, or by 

excefs 
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c-xcefs do lofe that which they had gotten, as well a s Spain 
by War and want of Wares doth lofc that which was its 
own. 

A N D fo much fhall fuffice tofhew, that to partake in 
the Trade of the EaJl-Jndics,doth not only weaken the 
Spaniards Navigation, and ifrengthen ourown ; butalfo to 
impeach him in this richTrade, doth mightily cxhault his 
Trcafurc, and incrcafe our Monies.

H Aving done with the Powerful Spaniard, we mud now 
fay fomething of our profefTed Fricnds,thc Hollanders 
who of late years arc become a flourilhing People, Weal! 
thy andftrong, both by Sea and Land, by nothing elfe but 
Trade; and yet we know that they have little in their own 
Country wherewithal to Trade; but we muft not therefore 
imagine, that fo great a Building is either raifed, or can 
ftand without a ftrong Foundation, which thefe InJuflrious 
Men wanting means in their own Land, do find out Rich 
Mines in His Majefties Seas; Golden Mines we may term 
them, for fo the Lords States thcmfclves do call them, and 
thus alfo in their Publick Proclamations, which they have 
“: c / < ? rtn in all occafions for the better prefervation of thk 
Fiihing, a Trcafurc it is ( indeed J inefh'mable, and an em- 
ployment mol profitable : From hence Originally proceed'? 
the incrcafe and maintenance of their People, their flourifh 
j ng Arts, their private Wealth, their publick Trcafurc 
te multitude of their Ships which fetch Materials to Build 
*ps, thefwarms of their fmall VcfTcls which catch Fifh 
™5n e £ heir , §r , cat Shi P s which Tradc With Fifh; the pro! 

. T V il er<:of dot h furnifh them with all their wants of For- 
rC r’ ai ? makes them all Rich in Trcafurc ; with 

which Treafure they do alfo enlarge their Tradc into all the 

quarters of the World, whereby they arc become the Ma 
£ AKmes for France, Spain , Turkic, and other 

.places, 
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places, for Corn, Cordage, Ordnance, Powder, Shot, 

Ships, Wines, Fruits, Canvas, and many others, befides 
the rich Wares from the Eaft and Weft-Indies, ferving 
each Country according to their feverall wants and occafi- 
ons. In which coutfe of Trade, they arc not lefle induftri- 
ous to fupplant others ( efpecully the Englijb ) than they 
are careful to ftrengthen themfclves with more than ordina- 
ry diligence; for they know well, that Trade hath raifed 
their fortune, and doth feed their Hopes ; We defire not 
here to aggravate their Artions againft us in the Eaft Indies, 
for they are already too well known to all the world, but 
we rather with patience expert the meanes of our fatis- 
fartion and future fafety; wherein wc doubt not of his Ma- 
jefties moft gracious favours and refolutions fo well begun, 
and in fo good a way to fettle and fupport a Trade of ftich 
great confcquence ; the which if the Hollanders might folely 
enjoy ( as they endeavour ) they would ( by the power there if our Trade 
of) foon make themfclves Mailers ( alfo ) of our other beft t0 die Eafl- 
Trades i ito the Str eights* and be the onelv Merchants even J n . ( ? ,cs 
or our Cloath and other native Commodities into thofe beft Trades 
Countries; as they arc already poftefled of the Exportation will fall with 
of C almoft ) all our Herrings, Pilchards, and New-land it. 

Fifh, to the maintenance of their Shipping and decay of 
ours, which is the more confiderablc,becaufeitmay bewi- 
fhed, that Corn, and Virtuals, might be exported, onely 
in Englilh Shipping , but the Hollanders are diligent ob* 
fervers of fuch occafions as may give them advantage ; they 
know well howto work their own ends in all places wher.e 
they come ; and as they have infinitely prevailed in the aug- 
mentation of their Trade by the declination of other Hatt- 
ons, fo they aime at nothing more now than to weaken the 
Englilh in their Traffick, for We onely are their Corrivals, 
able to keep them from the abfolute Dominion of the Seas, 
wherein we may hope ever to prevail, if we loofe not the 
power we poftefle, and the rich Trades which we have fo 
well difeovered.

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Whether it be 7iot the befi rneancs we have to on- 
er cafe the Treafure or Money of this Kingdonie. 

T His pofition is fo contrary to the common opinion, that 
it will require ftrong Arguments, to maintain and 
prove it, before it will be accepted, cfpccially of the mul- 
titude, who bitterly exclaim when they fee any Monies car- 
ried out of the Realm ; affirming thereupon that we have 
abfolutely loft fo much Treafure, being an A<ft againlt 
the long continued Laws of this Kingdom, and that ma- 
ny other places, nay, Spain it fclf (which is the fountain of 
Money) forbids the Exportation thereof, fomc cafes only 
excepted. To all which we might anfwer, that Venice , 
Florence , Genoa , Savoy , Alarcellis , Turkic , the Lew- 
Countries, and divers other places permits it, their people 
applaudes it, and find great benefit by it; but all this 
makes a noife and proves nothing: We muft therefore 
come to thofe reafons which concern the bufincfTc in que- 
ftion.

F Irft therefore, we will take that for granted which none 
will deny us, that we have no other rneancs to n cc 
by Track? 11 C Treafure, but by Forrcign Trade ; for Mines we have no nc 
which do afford it, and how this Money is gotten in the ma - 
naging of our faid Trade, we have already fhewed; that it 
is done By waking our Commodities which are Exported, to 
over-ballance in Value theforreign Wares which we confume • 
fo that it reftethonely tofhewhow our monies may be ad- 
ded to our Commodities, and being joynt'.y exported may 
fo much the more cncrcafc our Treafure. 


A ND here wc will fuppofe, that our yearly confump- 
tion offorreign wares is to the value of twenty hun- 
dred thoufand pounds, and our exportations to exceed 

that 
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that two hundred thonfand pounds, which fummewe may 
thereupon affirm is brought to us in Treafurc toballance 
the account ; but now if we addc three hundred thoufand 
pounds more in ready mony unto our former exportation 
in wares, what profit can we have ( will fomc men fay) al- 
though by this mcanes we (hould bring in fo much ready 
money more than we did before, feeing that we have carri- 
ed out the like value. 

^ " O. this thcanfwcr is, thitwhenwe have prepared 

our exportations of wares, and fentout as much 
•J®- ‘of every thingas wecan.fpatc or ventabroadj it 
is not therefore Paid, that then we fhould addc our money 
thereunto to fetch in the more money immediately, but ra- 
ther firft to inlargc our Trade therewith, by inabl.ng us to 
bring in more forreign wares, which being font out again in- 
to the places of thcir-confume, they will in due time much 
increaicour Treafure, for although in this manner we -do

A Gain this profit will be far greater when we Trade thus 
XX with our money in remote Countries; as for example, 
if we fend one hundred thoufmd pounds into theEajl- Indies, 
to buy Pepper there and bring it hither, and from hence fend 
it for Italy or Turkic, it muft yield five hundred thoufand 
pounds at leaft inthofe places, in regard of the cxcefTivc 
charge which the Merchant disburfeth in thofe long voy- 
ages in (hipping, wages, victuals, infurance, interest, cu- 
ftomes, impo/is, and the like: all which charges notwith- 
standing the King and the Kingdom gets. And we may 
here obferve, that as the publick profit by forreign Trade 
is the onely means whereby we gain our Treafurc : So 
this Trade to the Eafi- Indies (in its proportion) doth far ex- 
cell all others. 


T H E third Example is, where the Voyages are (hort, 
and the Wares Rich, which therefore will not imploy 
much Shipping, the profit to the Kingdom will be far lefs . 
as when another hundred thoufand pounds (hall be imploy! 
edin Turkic, an raw filks, and brought hither to be after 
Tranfported from hence into France , the Low-Countries , 
or Germany, the Merchant fhall have good gain although he 
fell it there for one hundred and fifty thoufand pounds : And 
thu s, take the Voyages all together in their Adedium, t^e 
ready monies exported will be returned unto us near treb- 
led, But if any Man will yet Ob jedl that thefc returns come 
to us in W ares, and not really in Monies, as they were ifTuei 
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^ n ** w ^ r is ( keeping our firft ground) that if our 
-*• t>oii urnption of Forreign Wares be no more yearly 
than is a ready fuppofed, and that our exportations be fo 
mightily increafed by this manner of Trading with ready 
money, as is before declared : It is notthen'polhble (in the 
courieor Trade) but that all the over ballance or difference 
fhould return either in money, or in fuch Wares as we muft 
export again j which, as is already plainly fhewed, will be 
ftill a greater means to increafe our Treafure •• For it is in 
the Stock of a Kingdom, as in the Eflates of private Men* 
who having ftorc of Wares , do not therefore fay, that they 
wil-1 not venture out, or Trade with their Money ; (for this 
were ridiculous ) but do alfo turn that into wares, where- 
by they multiply their Money ; and fo by a continual and 
orderly change of one into the other, grow rich, and when 
they plcafc, turn all their Eftates into Treafure, for they 
that have Wares, cannot want Money; and therefore the 
former Objection- is not confiderable : For what begot the. 

Monies which we fent out, but our Wares ? 

N Either is it faid, that Money is the Life of Trade, as if 
it could not fubfift or pafs currant without the fame •. 
for we know that there was great Trading by way of Com- 
mutation or Barter, when there was little Money ftirring 
in the World. . The Italians and fome other Nacions have 
fuch Remedies againfl this want, that it can neither decay, 
nor hinder their Trade, for they transfer Bills of Debt, and ' 
have other ways whereby they aflign their Credits from one 
to another daily, for very great fummes, with eafe and fatis- 
fatfion by Writing onely ; whilft in the mean time, the Money in* 
Mafs of Treafure which gave Foundation to thofe Credits la rgeth trade, 
is employed in Forreign Trade as a Merchandize which a,,d Tradc in * 
doth much increafe their Traffick. It is not therefore the j^ afethmo *- 
keeping of our Money in the Kingdom which makes a quick ty ' 
and ample Trade, but the neceflity and ufe of our Wares- 
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in Forrcign Countries, and our wantof their Commodities 
which caufcth the Vent and Cortfumption on all Tides. 

W E mull not here forget the Practice of the Great 
Duke of Tif catty in his Port of Leghortte , which 
of late years from a poor Town is become a lair City, and 
one of the moil famous places for Trade in Christendom, 
by the refort of many "Nations, but molt efpccially by the 
Englijh and Dutch with Merchandize to a very great value 
yearly, and yet it is worthy Obfervation that the multitude 
of Ships and wares which come thither, have little or no 
means* to make their returns from thence, but onely in ready 
Money,, which they may, and do carry away freely at qjj 
times and without Cufiom, and fuch charges to thc ; incre- 
dible Advantage of the faid Duke of Tufeany and.his .Sub- 
ject?, who arc much inriched by the continual great con- 
cou if. of Merchants, from all the States of the Neighbour 
Princes, bringing them plenty of Money daily to fupp]y 
their, wants.of the faid wares. And thus we fee that the 
Current of Merchandife which carricsaway their Treafure, 
becomes a flowing ftream to fill them again in a greater me'a-

’“T'HE Example of this growing greatnefs hath lately 
moved the Duke of Savoy publickly todclare his Pr:'nj c _ 
ly. resolution toall Nations, offering them many Priviledg es 
and immunities, that Thai I come to Trade in his Free Port 
of Vila Ft'attct/yS.nd efpccially a Liberty to carry away ready 
monies for all the wares they bring, or other Occafions: And

irade^ but they .know- likewife thftC.if we yearly y i n g 
them wares" (ulthotighfor a Very great value) the money 
wifi immediately follow, for, let no Man douot but that 
money mud ever attend on Mcfchanlife, for they go tog c _. 
ihcr : And it is worthy the noting, that thofc Princes arq 
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content to part with their Treafure, only to enjoy the Trade 
of the wares which arc brought them, for which (to en- 
courage the Merchant) they take no Cuftom; whereas we 
by fending out our money do gain the imployment of our 
Shipping, the Trade of the wares, and the profit of the 
Cuftoms, which is a treble benefit, 

T Hcrc is yet an Objection or two as weak as all the 
reft : The firlt is, that if we .Trade with our mo- 
ney, wc fhallilfue out the lefs wares.; asif aman 
fhould fay, thofe Countries which heretofore had Occafion 
to confume our Cloath, Lead, Tin, Iron, Fi(h, and the 
like ; fhall now make ufc of our Monies in the place of thofe 
neceflancs, which to affirm were moffcabfurd; or that the 
Merchant had not rather carry out wares ( by which there 
is ever feme gains expedited ) than to export Moncy,which 
15 (till but the fame without any incrcafe. 

B UT on the contrary there arc many Countries which 
may yield u&vcry large and profitable Traffick for our 
money, thatotherwife afford us no Tradcat all becaufc they 
have no ufc of our wares; as namely, the Eaft-Indics for 
one, in the firlt beginning thereof, although fince by Indu- 
stry in our Commerce with tljQfeNa.tions.we have brought 
them into the ufc of much of our Cloath, Lead, and other 
things, which is a good addition to the former vent of our 
Commodities. 

A Gain, fome Men have allcdged, that thofe Countries 
which permit Money to becarricd out, do it becaufc 
they hdvefew or no wares- to Trade withal : Butwc have 
great ftore of Commodities, and therefore their Adt/on 
olight not to be our Example-. f * <:

iieedful from beyond the Seas, why fhould we then doubt 
that our monies lent out in Trade mull not neceflarily come 
back again in Treafure, together with the great gains which 
it may procure infuch manner as is before fetdown ? And 
on the other fide, ifthofe Nations which fend out their mo- 
neys, do it becaufe they have few wares of their own; how 
come they then to have fo much Treafure as we ever fee i Q 
thofc places, which fuffcr it freely to be exported at all times- 
and-by whomfocver. We Anfwcr,cven by Trading with 
their monies : For by what other means can they get it, ha. 
ving no Mines of Gold or Silver ? 

Our humane i HpHus may we plainly fee, that when this weighty bufi, 
anions ought £ nefsis duly confidcred in its end ( as all our Humane 
b^ ronfii- red ■^ < ^' ons ought well to be weighed) it is found much contra- 
in their ends. r Y to that which moll Men efteem thereof, becaufe they 
fearch no further than the beginning of this work, which 
mif-informs their Judgments, and leads them into error : 
For if we onely behold the Adlions of the Husbandman in th e 
Seed-time, when he calleth away much good Corn into the 
ground, we will rather account him a Mad man than a Hus- 
bandman : But when wc confider his Labours in the Harvcft j 
which is the end of his endeavours ; we find the worth and 
plentiful Incrcafe of his A£lions.

China, the Dominions of the Great Mogul, and many 
other remote Nations of the Eaftern world, there will be 
no denial, but that thefe great bleffings are fo precious and 
Honourable, both to the King and his Kingdoms, that they 
ought to be preferved with our beft endeavours againftthe 
ftrongeft Oppofition. 

■And for Conclufion , the Eaft-India Company do Humbly 
Declare unto your Lordjhips', and the Honourable Houfe of 
Commons , that they have not made their Petition, and this 
Remonflrance for their own Private Ends, but for the Pub- 
Itcl^good : And even fo having performed their Duties, they 
hope it jhall be their fujfcient Difcharge in all future times 
concerning the Supprejftng or Supporting of the faid 
Trade ,
